It is the in- 
tention of the government of the 
United States and Canada dehydrate 
vast quantities of vegetables, and to 
ship them overseas to the members of 
the armed forces, to Russia and to 
the People of Britain. 

It is calculated that in consequence 
vegetables will be so short this com- 
ing summer that every person who 
can do so is being urged in the 
United States and Canada to grow 
more veetables.

With the present shortage of farm 
labor keeping a large vegetable 
garden free from weeds will not be 
eary.

NEW REGULATIONS _ 
FOR DEPENDENTS 


ALLOWANCES 
National Defence Headquarters 


have announced important new, regu- 
lationa affecting payments of de- 
pendents allowance, 

[When a member of the armed 
forces is reported missing or killed, 
his dependants who were receiving 
the usual Dependents’ Allowance and 
Assigned Pay, will continue to re- 
ceive approximately the same amount 


Realizing too that there are a large 
number of Wanadians who have never 
bought a single bond since the war 
started renewed emphasis is being 
placed on the job of educating, these 
members of the community. ‘Weekly 
newspapers magazines and period- 
icals are carrying advertisements 
mlhich take readers back to the be- 
ginings of war finance. Answers are 
given to questions which might arise 
in the mind of a man who has not 
already bought bonds and is not 
familiar with them, 

As one prominent executive of the 
Nationa] War Finance Committee ex- 
plained patriotic feeling rather than 
self interest will assure the success 
of the Victory Loan campaign, While 
the purchase of a bond is the act of a 
wise man building up a reserve for 
his family, it also affords hlim an op- 
portunity of reaping the highest rate 
of interest compatible with the safety 
of his investment. The patriotic pur- 
chase of bonds at this atage of the 
war is absolutely necessary to hasten 
victory, to save the lives of many: of 
our boys overseas, and to make sur: 
thiat when they come to the great 
final struggle with the enemy on Eur. 
opean soil they are not handicapped 
‘by the lack of a single shell or piece 
of equipment,

regular monthly pension rate would 
be higher than these monthly pay 
ments then the pension rate will br 
paid. 

Should,, however; a pension bc 
awarded during the six months per- 
iod and this-be less than the monthl) 
denendent’s allowance and assigned 
pay the difference for the remainde) 
of the six months will be made up in 
lump sum. 

Should an officer 0: mar ‘*e,¢ 
ed missing subsequently be found liv 
ing, payment of the former amounts 
of dependents allowance and assign- 
ed yay will be resumed and his &c- 
count will be adjusted as may be 
necessary. 

These new regulations are designed 
to ive dependents a period of not less 
than six monts in whtich to make 
financial adjustments made necessary 
by casualties, 


CONSERVATION IN THB 
NATIQNAL PARKS .. * 


In time of war all efforts are, pro- 
perly, concentrated upon victory. 
There is a possibility, however, that 
this concentration may lead to neglect 
of other values. To save a house 
from burning it is not always neces- 
sary to destroy the lawns and gardens 
surrounding it. 

The demands of war have enor- 
mously accelerated exploitation of 
many of our natural resources. It 
is well that along with this accelera- 
tion there should, whenever possible 
be the practice of conservation, In- 
deed in view of the ruthless destruc- 
tion of life and property now going 
on in the world, conservation takes 
on a new vital significance, 

Among the institutions in Canada 
which tend toward conservation none 
is more important than our national 
parks. The purpose behind national 
parks is conservation; conservation 
of scenery, of forests, of wild life, 
of the wilderness as nature made it. 
The tourist industry associated with 
the nationa] parks important as it 
is, is merely a by-product of this con- 
servation, 

Canadians are fortunate in having 
one of the finest systems of national 
parks in the world, Although the 
system had its birth in the Rockies 
it has extended into other provinces; 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan would 
be definitely poorer without their 
‘Riding Mountain and Prince Albert 
National Parks, These are areas

It is well that we have these places, 
reserved for all time for public use,

parks, should not be permitted to in- 
terfere with their necessary main- 
tenance and protection, so that they 
may be enjoyed by this generation 
and passed on to its successors as 
part of the national heritage.

The Canadian Army has provided 
plenty of excellent hospital accom. 
modation so far, in excess of the re- 
quirements.These hospitals are not en- 
tirely for combat casualties as the 
health of the men must be kept up, 
and in this war the health of the men 
in the forces is looked after to a 
greater degree than ever before, Most 
men are probably better looked after 
medically than they would be in their 
own homes, 

We inspected one of the large hos- 
pitals and its equipment, this parti- 
cular one being in charge of Col, R. 
M, Harvie, of Midland, Ont., who told 
us that modern drugs were most ef- 
fective in combating infection, usually 
a problem during a war, 

Others on the staff whom we met 
here included Capt. Franes, Lieut, J. 
Braive Major Rothwell of Quebec City 
who is a native of Carleton Place, 
Ont,, and Lieut. Col, A White, of

CAMP ENTERTAINERS 

In the evening, we had an oppor- 
tunity to see some of the entertain- 
ment provided fon |the Canadian 
troops when we were taken to the 
camp theatre, It is operated by the 
NAAFI ‘ENSA organization and only 
men in uniform are admitted, An ex- 
ception was made in our case and we 
were given seats in teh front row. 

This theatre seats 1,400 people and 
in the four nights a week that it is 
operated there are often 7,000 men 
admitted. Similar theatres, we were 
told, ara found at all the larger camps 
end admission is 3d, 9d, and 1s, that 
is about six cents, eighteen cents and 
twenty-four cents. Such low admis- 
sion prices are possible because there 
is no rent to pay no tax, no adver- 
tising, or other expenses that run up 
the overhead, 

The shows are given by the very 
best artists from London, who travel 
around from camp to camp in buses, 
staying at each place for the full three 
of four nights, At this camp the 
theatre is open on Sunday, Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday nights, 


Most of the shows are of the revue 
type, or variety, as they are called 
ovey there, This particular entertain- 
ment featured an outstanding or- 
chestra, but there were also vocalists, 
dancers and musicians, both male and 
female, and a particularly clever 
comedian who kept the huge audience 
in gales of laughter. All the numbers 
were received with tremendous en- 
thusiasm the audience plainly show- 
ng that they enjoyed the shows to 
the fullest, 

Just before intermission, the house 
manager came on the stage and ane 
nounced the attraction for the com- 
ing week, ending with the words “at 
your own theatre.” This was evident- 
ly a standard ending, and the audience 
all joined in shouting it out, 

The amusement for the evening 
was not entirely over, for after the 
show had ended, we went back to Brig, 
Phelan’s Mess and had a sing-song 
which lasted until after midnight, bee 
fore going back to our hospital cote 
at the medical centre.

The Outlook For Agriculture 


WESTERN CANADA has just produced one of the largest crops in 
the history of this great wheat growing area. Of the 550,000,000 bushels 
said to have been harvested, the government has contracted to buy about 
280,000,000 bushels. Because of the curtailment of world markets due to 
the war, much of this crop will not be moved for the present, and so far it 
has provided the farmers with many problems in the matters of securing 
help for the large scale harvesting operations, and in finding storage space 
for this large quantity of wheat. So far, this year’s crop has not proved to 
be of great advantage to the farmer, but in a recent report on the agricul- 


tural situation in Canada, issued by the Bank of Nova Scotia, there are | 


some interesting observations concerning the economic situation of the 
farmers now, and the outlook for agriculture in the next few months. 
t * * 


For Western Canada, the report predicts an in- 


crease in the farmer’s cash income over that of 
the past year. This will be due partly to the

expansion in the production of dairy and livestock products. For the whole 
of Canada, an increase of 15% over 1941 is expected in the farmer’s cash 
income, This represents about $130,000,000, and would bring the farmers’ 
cash income to over a billion dollars, for the first time since 1928. Higher 
cost of farm labor, and a higher price level for feed, offsets some of the 
advantage of this increased income. The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
reports an advance of more than 20% in the wages of day labor since 1941, 
and an advance of 30% in monthly wages in the same period. The total 
output for the farmer was not as great as the figures might indicate, how~ 
ever, since much less labor was hired at the higher wage rate. 
ditions are considered to be at present unfavorable to the farmers. Fig- 
ures recently issued by the Bank of Canada show that the supply of farm 
labor has decreased by 20% since the war began, and by. 9% in the past 
year. This situation has been relieved somewhat by the recruiting of harv- 
est help from the cities, and by women assuming a greater amount of 
farm work. There has been noted too, an increase in the amount of ma- 
chinery purchased by farmers. In 1941 over $2,000,000 worth of machinery 
was purchased in excess of the amount purchased in 1940, Of this, $1,000,- 
000 was for dairy equipment.

sun's rays to provide Vitamin D can- | 


not be relied upon, as the health giv-

Adults too, probably need Vitamin 
|D; expectant and nursing mothers 
,certainly need it, for it helps to de- 
elop strong bones and teeth in the 
unborn baby and safeguards the 
mcther's health. 


Vitamin D, unfortunately, cannot 
;be supplied in sufficient amounts 
'from foods, but luckily fish liver oils 
| supply it in abundance.

Compelling necessity of co-opera 
tion of the consumer public in obtain- 
ing supplies of coal for next winter 
at once in order to avert shortages 
is now urged by 'W. J. Taylor, region- 
al coal controller, 

“Unless the consumer public co- 
operate now and help us to make up 
the slack season which wil] occur dur- 
ing May and June, the situation next 
year will be as acute if not more s¢ 
than last,” the Controller warns. 

Mr, Taylor advises schools, church- 
es, public buildings and the civilian 
population to begin at once to store 
coal in piles and bins and to contact 
eoal dealers to see that they place 
orders now to fill their storage space, 
This with available production in cold 
weathjer to replenish the stocks would 
minimize the threat of a possible 
shortaze, he states, 

“We must keep these mines oper- 
ating steadily. If we lose April, May 
and June, production as we did last 
yeer, the suffering will be far great- 
er, The mines cannot produce suf- 
ficient coal from July through March 
to supply needs.”
